issue of the Glass and Pottery World.

In part he

From the press the day goes to the 
cellar. 
Here is the weak point in 
most white ware potteries, especially 
china plants. 
Ample room must be 
supplied for aging tho body, as other­ 
wise much loss is suffered from crack­ 
ing. 
Most clay cellars arc too cold. 
This Is the worst condition possible 
where a bacterial growth is desired, 
as is tho case here. The temperature 
of a clay cellar should never run be­ 
low 7fi degrees, and an abundance of 
moisture should be provided. 
This 
condition I propose to insure by plac­ 
ing steam pipes next my ceiling 
My 
walls will be lined with heavy oak 
plank, ns will also the floors. 
The eel- 
lar will be of sufficient size that the 
clay may be aged for two weeks. 
I 
find that under proper conditions a 
longer period of aging proves detrimen­ 
tal since the clay becomes rotten and 
full of tiny gas bubbles, which en­ 
large on burning and disfigure 
the 
ware. 
The clay Rhops are on a level with 
the other floors of the factory, the 
additional height required being sup 
plied alKive. 
This brings the main

pansion of those already well estab­ 
lished. 
Large production of gold nat-1 
urally means increasing commercial 
and industrial activity'. 
This country will not. of course, be 
directly affected, to any noteworthy 
extent, by the increasing productive­ 
ness of the South African mines, but 
cheaper money in the markets of Eu­ 
rope must be felt in New York, and 
the more ample the supplies of new 
gold become in the Old World 
the

The board of public safety, along 
with a large number of prominent rest 
dents, have been given a good oppor­ 
tunity within the past few days to con 
sider well the possibility of one or 
more of the pole© officers of the city 
being either killed or very badly in­ 
jured if an example is not made of 
some of the lawless element who con­ 
gregate and carry on their disorderly 
practices in the lower portion of town. 
The experience of Officer Hugh Mc­ 
Dermott a few nights ago has stirred 
the goof! citizens of the city to the 
point where it is likely something will 
he done to prevent a recurrence of the 
disgraceful affair. 
A citizen who is 
vitally interested in the movement for 
good order said last evening: 
“An 
occurrence such as was enacted on 
Second street Saturday night is a dis­ 
grace to any city, and a reflection upon 
every peace loving citizen who abides 
in it. 
Few of the resident a have taken 
the trouble to investigate the matter 
ii a sufficiently thorough manner to 
make It clear to them, but I want to 
say to you Officer McDermott hail a 
ery narrow escape. 
In one minute 
more that mob would have had the 
plucky policeman beneath their feet, 
and then it would not he a difficult 
task to figure what the result would 
have been. 
That crowd of half drunk 
en men and boys was bot different 
from oilier mobs, and the minute Mc­ 
Dermott would have gone down, no 
power on earth could have saved him 
from death. 
Though Mi Dermott is a 
brave man, and the fact was demon­ 
strated beyond a doubt on Saturday 
night, he could never have held out 
against such odds for any length of 
time. 
“W hat appeals to me is the fad that 
such a thing could hnppc n right here 
In a civilized and apparently peaceful 
community, and be treated with the 
indifference it received. 
That 
the 
authorities themselves would pass it 
by with as little notice is the worst of 
all. 
Mayor W eaver was satisfied with 
the arrest of two of the 
offenders 
Frank Dray and Frank Stevens. These 
men, it is true, were understood to in 
the ringleaders in the melee, hut it js 
equally true that there was not on* 
of the ten who did not either take a 
punch at Officer McDermott or attempt 
to do so. 
“If I am rightly Informed, Cray’s 
fine of about $18 was settled on Sun 
lay and he was released without even 
reprimand. 
Stevens is still In jail 
with the same penalty hanging over 
him. In my opinion $18 is a very small 
amount to impose for sin Ii an offense. 
I am not a knoc ker on the present ad­ 
ministrator!, and don’t want to be un 
derstood as attempting lo tell anyone 
how to run the city government, but 
i do think that Mayor Weaver is en- 
Irely too lenient with this class of 
offenders. 
He Is so bitter against the
